the decision of the Geor- 
gia supreme court, handed down Sat- 
urday, holding the Western and At- 
lantic anti-paralleling act unconstitu- 
tional, as announced exclusively in 
The Constitution Sunday morning, it is 
understood that W. J. Morrison and 
others, petitioning for a charter for 
the North Georgia Mineral railroad, 
will renew their plea before Secretary 
State Phil Cook. 

The Constitution’s story was almost 
the sole topic of discussion Sunday 4 
among capitol officials and was the big 
news story of the day with the gen- 
eral public. It was generally conceded 
that the decision of the supreme court 
was the most important handed down 
many years. 

Lease Not Affected. 
The opinion of the court will have 
no bearing upon the re-lease of 
the state property to the Nashville, 
(chattanooga and St. Louis, however, 
according to C. M. Candler, chairman 
of the Western and Atlantic railroad 
commission. The commission has _ al- 
ready agreed terms with the 
present by which Georgia 
will get $650,000 a year for 
this property, and this agreement 
will not be affected, he stated Sunday. 
‘ 

Further than this Chairman Candler 
did not care to discuss the supreme 
court action. 

The case upon which the constitution- 
ality of the act was decided was a peti- 
tion in fulton superior court for a writ 
of mandamus to compel Secretary of 
State Vhilip Cook €o grant a charter 
to the North Georgia Mineral Railroad 
company, which proposed to build a line 
of railway from Cartersville to Atlanta, 
which would parallel the tracks of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad and pre- 
sumably for the use of the Louisville 
und Nashville railroad. 

Will Replace Fee. 

This petition was filed with the ‘sec- 
retary of state prior to the passage of 
the anti-paralleling act, but was 
held in abeyance by agreement 
until the legislature could act. 
The legislature having passed. the 
bill the secretary of state re- 
tused the charter, and the petitioners 
sought a mandamus which was refu's- 
ed by Judge Pendleton. 

The secretary of state has refunded 
to the petitioners the fee which they 
had deposited for the charter, but it 
is understood that the petitioners will 
shortly replace this fee and take proper 
steps to obtain the charter to which 
the supreme court has said they are 
entitled. 

it will be some ten days, under the 
law, before the remittitur in this case 
goes from the supreme court to the 
lower court, from which the secretary 
of state will receive formal notice of 
the action of the supreme court. 

(‘ook Makes No Comment. 

Secretary of State Cook stated Sun- 
day that he has no comment to make 
upon the case, and that when he has re- 
ceived notice of the court’s action, 
should the North Georgia Mineral rail- 
rOad ask again for its charter, he will 
take the matter up with the attorney 
general. 

It is not considered 
that the state will take further steps 
in the matter. This, at least, was the 
view of Governor Harris, expressed 
Sunday. 

Attorney General Cliff Walker was at 
his home, in Monrve, when the decision 
was handed down, but stated Sunday 
that he expects to be at his office in the 
capitol Monday and will probably con- 
fer with the governor during the day. 

The likelihood that the. North Geor- 
gia Mineral railroad will now ask the 
secretary of state for its charter is 
taken to imply that the company may 
proceed at some time in the near fu- 
ture with the construction of the road. 
W. J. Morrison, in whose name the liti- 
xation was brought in Fulton superior 
court. was out of the city Sunday and 
no statement was torthcoming as to 
what the petitioners intend to do about 
building the road. 

lt is known, however, that. they 
own or have options upon much valua- 
bie property for use as a right-of-way 
for the proposed road, and the fact that 
from Cartersville to Atlanta is the 
section of heaviest traffic over the 
tracks of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad, leased by the Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga and St. Louis, but which tracks 
are also used by the Louisville and 
Nashville from Cartersville to Atlanta, 
might well lead to the construction of 
this road for the relief of the traffic 
situation.

About German Crisis 
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GEORGIA COON HUNT 
FATAL FOR GOULD 


Son of New York Capitalist 
Accidentally Killed by the 
Discharge of His Own Gun 
Near Jekyl Island. 


Brunswick, Ga., February 25.—(Spe- 
cial.) Edwin Gould, Jr., the 23-year-old 
son of Edwin Gould, millionaire presi- 
dent of the St. Louis and Southwestern 
railroad, was accidentally killed shortly 
after 7 o’clock last night while hunt- 
ing coons on Latham hammock, @ 
Gould game preserve two miles from 
Jekyl Island, where young Gould and 
a companion, Noyes Reynolds, also of 
New York, were spending the winter. 

Gould and Reynolds set out in 
their canoe, about 4 o’clock yester- 
day afternoon, intending to spend the 
night hunting coons, traps for which 
had been set in many parts of the 
hammock. After walking for some 
time over the island, it was said Gould 
and Reynolds came upon one of the 
traps in which a large coon was strug- 
gling, held fast by one foot. Many 
sportsmen would-have shot the animal, 
but Gould followed the custom of na- 
tives, who kill trapped animals with 
a club in order not to injure the hide. 
He struck the coon across the head, 
using his gun as a club. The first 
blow was not sufficient, or was avoid- 
ed by the animal’s frantic efforts to 
escape, and the hunter struck again. 

Gould Died Instantly. 

It was the second blow, according 
to reports here, that was followed by 
the discharge of the gun, which was 
loaded with birdshot. The entire dis- 
charge took effect in the hunter’s 
groin, causing death almost instantly. 

Reynolds, who was said to have been 
within a few feet of where Gould 
fell, rushed to his ‘side, and almost be- 
fore he could give temporary aid, the 
young hunter had died. Reynolds has- 
tened to the beach and paddled back 
to Jekyl Island for help in bringing 
the body over. It was after 11 o’clock 
when the party returned to Jekyl Is- 
land with the body. 

Young Gould’s father, who had left 
the island several days ago for a short 
trip to Florida, was located in St. Au- 
Sustine and was at once notified of 
the tragedy. He directed that the body 
be forwarded to New York at once.

GREAT CONGESTION 
FACED BY CONGRESS 
IN ITS LAST WEEK 


Washington, February 25.—With the 
republican filibuster in ¢he_ senate 
against revenue legislation broken last 
midnight after one of the most tem- 
pestuous sessions of recent years, the 
sixty-fourth congress tomorrow will 
enter upon the last week of its official 
existence, still facing extraordinary 
legislative congestion. 

Republican leaders who had threat- 
ened to defeat the emergency revenue 
bill by dilatory tactics, agreed to a final 
vote on the measure next Wednesday 
night when confronted with the demo- 
cratic determination to hold the senate 
in continuous session. Danger of fur- 
ther efforts to force an extra session 
has not disappeared, however, for some 
of the minority insist that the presi- 
dent should be forced to summons the 
sixty-fifth congress to be on hand for 
eventualities in the European crisis. 

When the republicans made peace 
with the desperate majority over the 
$400,000,000 revenue and bond bill, and 
agreed that appropriation measures 
might be considered by unanimous 
consent between now and Wednesday 
night, some of the minority leaders con- 
fessed that the action would avoid ne- 
cessity for an extra session. Among 
those who held this view was Senator 
Smoot, acting minority leader. Senators 
Lodge and Borah and others would not 
concede this, although they admitted 
that circumstances might develop dur- 
ing the week which would clear the sit- 
uation materially. 

Democratic Leaders Jubilant. 

Administration leaders, notwith- 
standing the possibility of further ob- 
Structive actics interfering with the 
great army and mavy appropriation 
measures, and the sundry clivi} appro- 
priation bill, were jubilant today over 
the breaking of the filibuster and ex- 
pressed conviction that all differences 
yet to arise may be ironed out in the 
strenuous closing hours of the session. 
Whether President Wilson will go be- 
fore this congress to discuss the rela- 
tions between the United States and

Gould Very Popular. 


The tragedy has caused great 
sorrow among the millionaire colony at 
Jekyl Island, where young Gould was 
unusually popular. He had been on the 
island during the entire winter, and 
when the Gould home was closed a few 
days ago he moved to the clubhouse. He 
had been spending much of his time 
hunting, and on several trips was ac- 
companied by one or two local sports- 
men, one of wham warned the young 
millionaire against the habit of carry- 
ing his gun cocked. The local hunter, 
who had taken Mr. Gould on one or two 
trips, stated that it was dangerous to 
go with him, as he always carried his 
gun without the safety on, and ona 
previous occasion it was accidentally 
discharged. 

Gould’s friend, who was with him 
when the fatal accident occurred, said 
that just what caused the explosion he 
was unable to state definitely, but he is 
of the opinion that when Mr. Gould 
struck the coon the second or third 
blow the trigger must have caught in 
a part of the trap, causing the gun to 
discharge. As Gould fell to the ground 
his companion rushed to his side only 
to see that he had been fatally 
wounded. 

Entire Load Took Effect. 

Even if it had been possible to se- 
cure assistance immediately, it would 
have been of no avail, as the entire 
load had entered the young man’s loins 
at such close range that it was like 
a large bullet. The load penetrated in 
an upward direction, some of the shot 
coming out through the stomach. 

The Goulds are among the most pop- 
ular and prominent members of the 
Jekyl Island club. They own one of 
the handsomest cottages on the island 
and the entire family usually come 
down for the winter. This year, how- 
ever, owing to the fllness of Mrs. 
Gould"’s mother in New York, the fam- 
ily have not been on the island and 
young Gould and his father came 
down, the son himself having just re- 
covered from an illness of several 
weeks.

British Headquarters in France, Feb- 
ruary 25.—(Via T.ondon, February 26.

Under 
cover of fog and mist, which have been 
particularly heavy in the past 48 hours, 


the Germans carried out the greatest 


retirement they have made on the west- 
ern front in the last two years, and the 
British have swept into possession of 
Pys, Serre, Miraumont and Petit Mirau- 
mont, including the famous Butte de 


| Warlencourt, which has been the scene 


of some gf the fiercest fighting of the 
war, and in places is deep with the 
bones of dead men. 

The exact extent of the German re- 
tirement is not known tonight, but it is 
éstimated that it approaches a depth 
of three miles at some points. British 
patrols are out in all directions, haras- 
sing the Germans and keeping in touch 
with their movements. Until they re- 
port it will not be possible to say just 
where he Germans have determined to 
fix their next line of resistance.

duction of a bill by.Senator Fall, of 
New Mexico, which would authorize 
the president to use the armed forces 
of the nation to protect the commerce, 
propemy and lives of the citizens of 
the United States. It took administra- 
tion senators by surprise. Senator 
Stone, chairman of the foreign rela- 
tions committee, voiced regret that any 
senator should have introduced it, and 
insisted that it be referred to the com- 
mittee. Whether anything will come 
from the resolution is doubtful, as ad- 
ministration leaders will do nothing 
with it until the president igs heard 
from on the issue. here is certain to 
be further discussion, however, before 
the gavel signals the end of the con- 
gress on March 4, 
General Legislation to Fail. 

That nearly all pending general leg- 
islation so long urged py the president 
must fail at this session now is prac- 
tically conceded by everyone, If the 
appropriation measures get through, 
that is all that the most sanguine dem- 
ocrats expect, Substitution of a lump 
appropriation for the rivers and har- 
bors bill is almost conceded. The 
public buildings bill is generally ad- 
mitted to be dead. 

The flood control bill probably will 
be talked to death tomorrow in the 
five hours allotted to it. 

Railroad labor legislation, the cor- 
rupt practices and conservation bills 
all have practically no chance, There 
is doubt also that the bills amending 
the federal reserve law and the ship- 
ping board act, extending the powers of 
the shipping board for emergency pur- 
poses will be passed. 

In view of the probable failure of 
all these important measures, some 
democratic senators cling to a belief 
that the sixty-fifth congress will be 
summoned in extraordinary session, no 
matter what develops with relation to 
Germany. 

Prohibition for the national capital, 
appropriations, food prices and increas- 
ed pay for government employees will 
figure in the final legislative drive in 
the house. Of appropriation measures 
the house has yet to pass only the 
sundry civil bill now pending, and the 
military academy and general deficien- 
cy bills. There may be an attempt to 
finally defeat the $400,000 appropria- 
tion for a federal trade commission in- 
quiry into food prices, which-the house 
in committee of the whole wrote into 
the sundry civil bill last night. 


Prohibition for Washington. 


The senate bill for prohibition in the 
capital will come up for a vote in the 
house by Wednesday at the ljatest. The 
District of Columbia committee has 
agreed to report it by Tuesday noon, 
but with amendments tacking on ref- 
erendum and “bone dry” provisions. 
The rohibitionists plan to fight all 
amendments, as the change of a word 
would necessitate opening up the whole 
question anew in the senate. | 

Representative Randall, of California, 
leading the prohibition fight, announc- 
ed today that no friend of prohibition 
would be fooled by the district com- 
mittee’s coup of putting a “bone dry” 
provision into the bill, designed to put 
the prohibitionists into the position of 
voting against ‘bone dry” in order to 
get the bill through at this session. 

“If the liquor advocates want bone 
dry legislation,” he said, “we will press 
a separate measure through to provide 
for it as soon as congress reconvenes 
in December which will be only a 
month after the pending bill will go 
into effect, as we figure it.” 

The house judiciary committee meets 
Tuesday in an effort to report the 
espionage and other emergency bills 
passed by the senate. Their fate is 
doubtful. The shipping board law 
amendments, designed to empower the 
new shipping board to take over craft 
being built under foreign orders in 
American ship yards are pending in 
both houses.

TO MAKE PROGRESS 
ON THE TIGRIS RIVER 


| London, February 25.—This com- 
munication on operations in Asiatic 
Turkey, was issued by the war office 
tonight: 

“The southern portion of the Sannai- 
yat position captured in the first as- 
sault Thursday consisted of two lines 
of trenches on a frontage of 450 yards 
and a depth of 100 yards. The Turks 
delivered six counter attacks, but, al- 
though one of them was temporarily 
successful, we secured and consolidated 
all our gains. 

‘On tne afternoon of 
further assault was’ launched against 
the Turkish first and second lines 
to the north and in prolongation of 
those secured in the morning and our 
objective was gained. Heavy

London, February 25.—From Dutch 
sources Reuter’s learns that it was 
the submarine U-3 which attacked all 
seven Dutch steamers Thutsday. Three 
were torpedoed outright, while Ger- 
man sailors boarded the other four 
and placed bombs that were exploded. 
So far Known, these four vessels 
did not sink, but their location has not 
been ascertained, except that of 
Menado, which was towed into harbor 
by a British trawler. 

The crews of the Dutch vessels row- 
ed to the Scilly Isles, believing that 
all their ships had been sunk.

Ever since last spring, when Germany, 
through pressure exercised from Wash- 
ington, had been obliged to limit her sub- 
marine campaign, all the naval construc- 
tion resources of the empire had been de- 
voted to building U-boat craft of the 
deep-sea type, capable of a radius of 3,000 
miles. 

The special characteristics of these 
new submersibles are their extraordinary 
dimensions and the strange ‘appearance 
of their bows. The latter are in the form 
of a sword blade, with its point protrud- 
ing from the water. By the means of a 
construction altogether original, the blade 
IS excessively hard and firm, so that when 
the submarine moves with moderate ve- 
locity it can penetrate steel plates to a 
depth of forty millimetres, and cuts them 
like a knife. These boats are construct- 
ed and provisioned for seventy days, and, 
if necessary, for a longer period.

Dr. Ellis Tells First Presbyterian 
History of the Stone From Ephesus 


— } 


A large congregation at the First Pres- 
byterian church yesterday morning listened 
with the deepest interest to an address by 
Dr. William T. Ellis, of Swarthmore, Pa. 
A feature of great interest in the service 
was the presentation to Dr. Lyons of a stone 
from the ancient city of Ephesus, in Asia 
Minor. It is a marble block with a beauti- 
fully chiseled cross upon its face, which Dr. 
Ellis secured from the ruins of the famous 
Double Church of St. John the Divine. It 
was in this church that the third great 
Ecumenical Council of Christendom ‘was held 
in the year 431. It was at Ephesus that Paul 
founded a Christian church, and where the 
Apostle John lived during the latter part of 
his life. It was to that church that the 
first of the letters in the book of Revela- 
tion was written to the seven churches of 
Asia Minor. 

Dr. Ellis used the stone, which was placed 
upon the communion table, as the occasion 
to bring a most intersting lesson to his 
appreciative hearers. He spoke of it as 
serving for a memorial which would witness 
to the reality of Bible places and people. 

He said that, whatever place this cross- 
marked marble might occupy in the new 
church, he trusted that it would serve to 
keep alive, without a corrupting superstition, 
the real significance of the great symbol of 
Our salvation. 

Dr. Ellis’ story of the stone is as follows: 

“The ruins of Ephesus, as you know, are 
the most interesting in all Asia Minor. Here 
one may still see the great theater in which 
the Ephesian mob howled for the space of 
two hours, ‘Great is Diana of the Ephesians"’ 
The old theater is a wonderful ruin, and 
so is the stadium, and so are the ruins of 
the ‘Via Sacra,’ but not much remains of the 
temple of Diana. 

“The best preserved ruin in all the great 
city is this ‘Double Church’ of St. John the 
Divine; a structure that goes at least back 
to the fourth century. It has been used as 
a mosque, but now there is no life in the 
city of Ephesus, and the remains of ancient 
glory as they have been excavated are 
scarcely disturbed by human hands. 

“The walls of the old church are stil] 
standing, and even the mosaics of the floor 


remain in part intact. From time to time 
the neighboring Turks gather these priceless 
cut marbles, as they may fall from the walls 
and pillars, and burn them for lime. 

“One of the striking characteristics of 
the ruins of the early churches is the abun- 
dant use they made of the symbol of the 
Cross. In the fall of 1910, while I was in 
E!phesus, I had gone into one of the rooms 
of the ‘Double Church,’ a small chapel, each 
of its seven marble walls containing a great, 
cross. These symbols abide, although the 
hands that devotedly carved them, at least 
fifteen hundred years ago, have long since 
been foregotten dust. The loyalty to the Cross, 
the emblem of their faith, is the most strik- 
ing characteristic of the Christians of the 
Orienta] churches. It is the one sign which 
they refuse to surrender, and in behalf of 
which they are in constant conflict with their 
powerful non-Christian neighbors. 

“As I was leaving the church, riding over 
a plowed field that adjoined it, | noticed 
lying by a furrow, and just about to be 
turned under by the next plow, a small 
block of marble, containing a cross, which 
had been part of the walls or ornamentation 
of the church, and had fallen to the ground. 
As the block of marble was not attached to 
the walls, and could never again be restored, 
and astits loose condition would make it 
fair spoil for one of the lime-burners who 
have destroyed so many priceless marbles, 
I made signs to my horse-boy that if he 
would convey the block of marble to Smyrna, 
I would pay him for it. 

“It represents the witness which the 
Eastern church has borne, in spite of sword 
and fire and ‘beasts at Ephesus,’ to their 
faith in the Crucified. I could wish for you 
that the new First church of Atlanta might 
merit the words written to the church in 
Ephesus by the Angel of the Revelation: 

“‘T know thy works and thy toil and 
steadfastness, and that thou canst not bear 
evil men . and thou hadst steadfast- 
ness and didst bear for my name’s sake and 
hast not grown weary.”

hibitive prices of foodstuffs, coupled with 
the fact that in American shipping centers 
at present are 50,000 cars of various prod- 
ucts, food, machinery, manufactures of va- 
rious kinds, etc., awaiting shipment to Eu- 
rope sc soon as the U-boat blockade can be 
safely run, and the more important condi- 
tion of a holding of more than 80,000,000 
bushels of wheat in American warehouses 
and mills, presents to a thinking public 
something in the nature of a paradox. 

“We can't get flour.” “The railroad car 
shortage is to blame.” “The crop was short 
this year.” These and hundreds of other 
reasons have been advanced to account for 
the prohibitive prices prevailing on every 
product and commodity to be had in Amer- 

And yet— 

The 30,000 cars stand idle loaded with 
their rich cargoes; the 80,000,000 bushels of 
wheat are kept stored in the warehouses and 
mills, while the poor of the country cry for 
bread: and most significant of all, the find- 
ings oftheinterstate commerce commission 
at Chicago denies that the railroad situation 
is to blame for the lack of food, and conse- 
quent rise in prices due to inability to get 
cars for transportation. According to the 
tindings of this same body, there is ‘an 
ample supply of food in American cities; in 
fact, more than is to be found at normal 
times. 

Lloyd-George’s recent address, reduced to 
a tew pointed words, means only that Brit- 
ain, though “mistress of the seas” and dic- 
tator of marine commerce, is seriously men- 
aced by the food situation. Much has been 
written regarding the starvation of the Ger- 
man people: many have been the reports of 
the ineffectiveness ofthe U-boat blockade; 
yet, so soon as the 30,000 cars are complete- 
ly tied up in American ports; so soon as the 
American food artery which for months has 
been teeding Great Britain is not severed 
merely choked, arose the cries of that 
great nation. 

And this points to the answer of the 
paradox mentioned above. It proves with- 
out a shadow of a doubt that America, rich 
in harvests and in manufacture: more pro- 
ductive in foodstuffs during the last season 
than ever before, is holding these same food- 
stuffs and products until such a time as 
they can be sent through to Europe at more 
than fancy prices. 

As a direct result of this condition. and 
in a minor aspect of the situation, America 
has had to compete with herself in the pur- 
chase of such things. The American holder 
of wheat, flour, grains and produce, for which 
a most remunerative market can be had in 
Kurope provided the vessels from this coun- 
try can be got through, requires of Ameri- 
cans the prices which he Knows he can re- 
ceive in Europe. Cotton goods here, when the 
freight is eliminated, will cost practically to 
the penny as much as cotton goods in Eu- 
rope—goods shipped from American mar- 
kets. Wheat here, under the same manner 
of price-fixing, will bring near the same fig- 
ure. And so will other necessary foodstuffs 
and commodities. 

America is rich, far richer than she has 
ever been; yet from her cities arise cries for 
bread. America has made gold galore by 
her shipments to Europe, but the gold has

found its way into the narrow channels of |: 


a few pockets, while the dollar of the poor. 
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offer, and insisted that the colored people 
themselves provide the site. The negroes, 
however, through a committee appointed to

Noth- 
ing, therefore, was done. 

Last November Mr. Carnegie, mindful of 
the growth of the city, recalled his original 
offer of $10,000, and posted another of 
$25,000, attached thereto being conditions 
identical with those appertaining to his offer 
of 1904. The matter was again taken up 
with council by the colored folk, but noth- 
ing was done. 

Thus the matter stands, and no mortal 
in Atlanta knows at what day or hour the 
Carnegie offer might be recalled, and the op- 
portunity lost. | 

Some substantial white 
city have interested themselves in behalf of 
the eminently fair and just position of the 
negroes, and propose pressing the claim 
before council. 

When the Carnegie library was estab- 
lished one of the ironclad rules—and a rea- 
sonable and proper one—was that it should 
not be patronized by colored people. 

The colored people should be excluded 
from the white people’s library; but that 
does not mean that they should be excluded 
from library facilities altogether. 

It is just and right for the city to provide 
a site for a negro library as it did for the 
white library, as was done by Louisville, 
Knoxville, Charlotte, and in part by Nash- 
ville. At Savannah is a colored people’s 
library on a site furnished by the colored 
race, but it was built before there was a 
white Carnegie library there. 

If Atlanta stops to reckon the cost to 
which it is put annually in the prosecution 
of negroes for crime which library facilities

Editor Constitution: The Reed amendment 
provides that no liquors may be transported 
in interstate commerce into a state which 
prohibits the sale, etc., “except for scientific, 
sacramental, medicinal or mechanical pur- 
poses.”’ Who is to,determine the purpose for 
which shipments. may be made into dry 
states? What becomes of the limitation as 
to quantities permitted under Georgia's law, 
if unlimited quantities are autborized by the 
federal law for the four purposes above 
mentioned? ; ; 

These exceptions open wide four avenues 
for entrance of liquor into dry states, and 
constitute the real “joker” in the law. 

How will it be possible to determine that 
all shipments are not permissible under one 
of the four exceptions provided for in the 
law? 

If John Doe needs liquor for medicinal] 
purposes he can legally ship same, or cause 
same to be shipped to him, just as much as 


. he needs. ° 


The limitation to two quarts per month 
now placed upon liquor shipped to individ- 
uals is removed by the federal law, which 
authorizes unlimited amounts shipped into 
dry states, provided same is for “scientific, 
medicinal, sacramental or mechanical pur- 
poses.’ This is the “joker” in the Reed 
amendment, whose author consumed only 
one and one-half minutes in writing it.

DR. PICKARD PREACHES 
AT BAPTIST TABERNACLE 


“Every man that has normal blood in him 
wants a harvest, looks forward to results. 
and lives in dreams of the harvest,’ said 
Dr. W. L. Pickard, president of Mercer uni- 
versity, in speaking to the Baptist Taberna- 
cle congregation on Sunday morning. ‘And 
that is what people think of first in connec- 
tion with the parable of the sower,”’ he added. 

‘The sowing must be in the proper soil, 
and the soil must be prepared. Christ spent 
all of His life sowing. He saw little of the 
harvest of-His own life. He went about 
sowing seeds of truth, and gathered in His 


lifetime only twelve followers, who seemed 
to heed His teachings, but one of these be- 
trayed Him, and another cursed, and swore 
that he did not know Him. 

“He gave His emphasis to sowing. We 
must go about sowing, though some of the 
seeds fall among thorns. There will be some 
to fall on good ground. Obserye how slowly 
has come the harvest in history, how long 
God has waited for true religion to take 
hold. Think of the awful persecutions and 
shameful things done in the name of relig- 
ion. 

‘So we must go forth and sow the seeds 
of truth for all men. There are many whose 
philosophy seems to be striving to find out 
what the people want and then tell them 
what they want. God's philosophy is dif- 
ferent. It’s our business to sow the seed, even 
as it was Christ’s business. It’s not ours 
to ask how many men are converted, how 
many are made saints, but to sow the seed. 

“The good seed is the Word of God. It 
is quite different if I differ from Shakes- 
peare or Bacon and if I differ from God. I 
might differ with Shakespeare or Bacon in 
some of my opinions even as you might differ 
from me, or from one another. But woe be 
unto me if I differ in my thought from 
Divine Truth. We should preach about truth 
and not a mere human philosophy. A human 
philosophy is good only in so far as it has 
found Divine philosophy. 

“Search the ages, and you will find that 
the men who have in their philosophy de- 
parted from God have gone down in dark- 
ness. You can’t follow Him in philosophy. 
The hearts of sinners must be changed, or 
the sinner dies. We have become So polite 
in these modern days that we fail to preach 
these old doctrines. John Knox proved him- 
self greater than Scotland, when he faced 
Mary, Queen of Scots, and cried, ‘Thou art a 
sinner, and unless thou repent thou art on 
thy way to hell.” But Mary would not re- 
pent, nor listen to his teachings, and she be- 
came known as the ‘bloody Mary,’ and died 


in shame.”’

The tax-payer 
furnishes money sufficient for good pave- 
ments. then proceeds to have his vehicles 
ruined by jolting over streets that would 
discredit a rural district. 

Repairing a six-inch hole is a simple mat- 
ter, but evidently beneath the notice of those 
in charge: they prefer a six-foot hole. By 
patching the small ones little time and ma- 
terial would be required and the pavement 
would be smooth all the time. 

Cold and wet weather is a poor excuse for 
the present deplorable condition. The pave- 
ments were full of small holes before the 
bad weather. I am reminded of the man 
who came to my office to inform me that 
his house burned the previous week, and 
seemed to consider it a perfectly good excuse 
for not having settled his account of two 
years’ standing. 

The cost of early patching is insignificant 
compared to repaving, it also has the ad- 
vantage of not obstructing traffic, while the 
laying of a new pavement in Atlanta is apt 
to close a street for many months.

STERNER MEASURES: *: 
PLANNED BY SWEDEN 


London, February 25.—In the debate 
in the Swedish parliament yesterday, 
says an Exchange Telegraph dispatch 
i from Copenhagen, Foreign Minister 
| Wallenberg declared that something 
has happened in the last few days 
which makes it necessary for Sweden 
to take sterner measures to safeguard 
; her neutrality. This declaration, which 
caused a deep impression in Sweden, 
was elicited by the refusal of the sec- 
ond chamber to vote for an apprepria- 
tion of thirty million kronen for mili- 
tary purposes. The first chamber 
passed the measure, but when it reach- 
ed the second chamber 104 votes were 
cast against it and in favor of an ap- 
propriation of 10,000,000 kroner. 

Vigorous efforts were made by the 
| government to obtain the larger 
‘amount, Premier Hammarskjold and 
the ministers ofewar, finance and for- 
'eign affairs taking part in the de- 
| bate. in sounding his warning the 
‘foreign minister said the opposition 
| would soon be compelled to admit that 
‘the situation was graver for Sweden 
‘than ever before. 

Stockholm newspapers say the decla- 
ration of the foreign minister created 
+ the greatest excitement. The Politiken 
of Copenhagen says the government 
‘will endeavor to bring about a change 
in the division in a joint session to be 
held in a few days when both cham- 
bers will take a final vote on the pro- 
‘posal. Before that time a secret com- 
mittee meeting will be held at which 
it is understood information will be 
'imparted in reference to the events 
'to which the foreign minister alluded.
